Dr. Smith Blames Crisis 
on “Incendiary Innova- 
tion Begun in Church in 
Presidential Campaign.”

Creating a sensation among the 
members of the North Georgia con- 
ference, which is to meet here No- 
vember 13, Dr. Rembert G. Smith, 
pastor of Washington (Ga.) Method- 
ist church, south, has issued an ad- 
vance statement in which he serves 
notice that he will undertake to elimi- 
nate all efforts at “politicalizing” the 
Southern Methodist church and de- 
clares that the church now faces a 
crisis as acute as was that of 1899 
when the general conference met m 


vant announced he “had the goods’’ on 
Emory Van Duzer, a negro, charged 
with the slaying of Mrs. Sarah Gould 
in her husband's West Side grocery 


Saturday night. 

The scorer complied and announced : 

“Tied up again, one to one,” 

“What?” asked Mr. Observer. Then 
he was informed that news had just

THE JACK KNIFE MANEUVER 
HAS BEEN DISCARDED, 

It is encouraging to note that in the 

revised Manual of Resuscitation, as 

proved by the American Red Cross 


and divers gas, electric and govern- 
ment bureau organizations and pub- 


lished in the year of our Lord 1929, 
the weird and dangerous old jack knife 


maneuver, as recommended and _ pic- 
tured in the same manual published 
in the previous year is strangely miss- 
ing. Wonder why these eminent or 
made such a 


radical change in the technic of re- 


suscitation from gas poisoning, elec- 


tric shock and drowning, particularly 
from drowning. Also wonder why 
the deadly jack knife monkeyshine 
was so quietly dropped from the Red 
Cross method. Surely not because 
any irreverent critic has questioned 
the wisdom of squandering a few 
precious seconds in that spectacular 
maneuver before beginning actual ar- 
Well, anyway, it 
is just a mite safer now to be resus- 
citated from drowning by a person 
who bas had Red Cross. instruction 
prior to 1929. But it isn’t yet quite 
as safe as it is to be resuscitated by 
a person who doesn't take the Red 


Cross people and their arbitrary teach- 


ings too seriously. 

The American Red Cross and the 
various electric and gas associations 
and government bureau’ authorities 
are still gritting their teeth, squint- 
ing their eyes, snarling a bit and keep- 
ing the victim’s arm under his head, 
though the man who discovered and 
gave to the world the method of re- 
suscitation which these self sufficient 
“authorities” purport to teach,  di- 
rected, and still directs, that nothing 
should be put under the subject's 
head while prone pressure respira- 
tion is being applied. 

The name of the man who discov- 
ered and gave the method to the 
world is Schafer. The Red Cross and 
allied groups do not see fit to men- 
tion that fact when they publish in- 
structions. Perhaps they prefer to 
let the. dumb public think the Red 
Cross had something to do with the 
discovery of the method.

Whereas if 
you are so fortunate as to be treated 
by some one who believes Schafer 
knew a bit more than the ambitious 
doctors and others employed to ad- 
minister Red Cross life saving in- 
struction, any such fluid will be like- 
ly to drain from your breathing pas- 
sages by gravity—since water does run 
down hill—and obviously that may 
be the straw that spells recovery for 
you. ‘ 

Now that the hideously comical 
jack knife stunt is no longer “ap- 
proved” by the august Red Cross and 
accomplices, perhaps within another 
year or two the distinguished if not 
competent “authorities” who pass on 
these trifling questions of life and 
death will quietly remove the arm 
from under the head and then— 

Then it will be reasonably safe to 
be resuscitated by anybody who hap- 
pens ‘along.

. : duplicates of in- 
come returns made to the federal bu- 
reau and assessing the tax at one- 
third of that ‘paid to the United 
States, the figures in the federal re- 
port throw light upon the probable 
results from the state law. 

There is some popular confusion of 
understanding of: the recent state en- 
actment. Persons who have some sort 
of individual or corporate interest in 
dodging all the taxes they can have 
been spreading the idea that the in- 
come tax will attack the earnings of 
every person who isn’t in a _ poor 
house, a prison, or living upon the 
sufferance and support of his kinfolks. 

That, of course, is malicious propa- 
ganda with the purpose of arousing 
popular opposition to any sort of in- 
come tax. The federal and the state 
income taxes are levied only upon the 
“net incomes” of persons and corpora- 
tions as found after all lawful deduc- 
tions and exemptions. They are 
straight taxes upon surplus incomes,

How Many Georgians Are Hit. 
The figures of the federal report 
show exactly how many Georgians 
were obliged, under the law, to report 
their incomes. They were 33,818 indi- 
viduals and 5,524 corporations, 
Of the 33,818 individuals 14,528 
ere found to have incomes non-tax- 
able and so paid nothing. The tax- 
able incomes were 19,290 and were 
57.5 per cent of the whole number. 
Of the 5,524 corporations that filed 
returns those reporting net incomes 
were 3,416, or 61.84 per cent of the 


whole number. Those going corpora- 
tions reporting no net income were 
1,839, or 33.29 per cent of all, and 
there were 269 inactive corporations. 

It is interesting to note that the 
33,818 individual returns filed in 
Georgia represented but 82-100ths of 
one per cent of all the returns made 
in the United States and their 8- 
sions. And the net incomes sworn 
to were only 74-100ths of the total in- 
comes reported to the bureau for the 


year. 

The total income taxes paid by 
Georgia individuals for 1927 amounted 
to only 43-100ths of one per cent of 


fall the taxes paid that year by per- 


sons to Uncle Sam. 

As Georgia’s rank is twelfth in pop- 
ulation we cannot claim, on the above 
showing, to have been very hard hit 
by the federal tax. It certainly fur- 
nishes no ground te complain against 
the one-third further levy by the state.

Where the Tax Does Its Biting. 

Only 1.07 of the population, or 
fewer than 11 in 1,000, filed income 
tax returns, whether taxable or un- 
taxable. The time when the income 
tax bites most of us is when we buy 
goods or services from the corpora- 
tions which produce them. 

The net incomes of individuals were 
$167,407,479, subject to personal ex- 
emption and credits for dependents 
amounting to $104,341,754, which left 
only $63;065,725 to be taxed, and 


the taxes on that sum totaled $3,612,- 
724 


On the other hand, the Georgia 
reporting corporations with net in- 
comes were 3,416. They had gross 
incomes of $869,451,679, but their net 
was only $70,521,193, on which they 
paid total taxes of $8,320,117. 

The gross tncomes of all the cor- 
porations was $1,033,074,740. 

The state Income tax, one-third of 
the ‘federal, on the 1927 returns, 
would be $5,977,613. 

The average net individual incomes 
per return in the state was $4,950.25 
and the average tax per return was 
$106.83. 

There were four counties in the 
state from which not a single return 
was due to be made. 

These figures may illuminate some- 
what the subject of income taxes in 
Georgia hereafter, whether gross or 
net.

MOONEY 1S INNOCENT, 


AFFIDAVITS DEGLARE | 


Dayton, Ohio, November 8,—(/)— 
Frank O. Stevens, aged inmate of the 
National Seldiers’ Home here, today 
stated that he could produce affi- 
davits to the effect that Lewis “Lew” 
Smith, former Cleveland man, who 
now is dead, perpetrated the San 
Franciseo preparedness parade bomb- 
ing in 1916, for which Tom Mooney, 
labor organizer, is serving a prison 
term in California. Stevens said he 
recently communicated with Senator 
Schall, of Minnesota, after he had 
been attracted by a national magazine 
article written by Schall under the 
title, “Why Is Mooney Imprisoned?’ 
: Smith, according to Stevens, died in 
Cleveland on July 4, 1922, and in a 
deathbed Statement, witnessed by Mrs. 
George Monroe, a sister of Smith, de- 
clared that he and not Mooney was 
responsible for the bombing. 

Stevens said he obtained his infor- 
mation a short time ago from Mrs. 
Monroe and attempted to 
several persons in it, but without 
success. He said he finally appealed 
to Schall after reading the latter's 
magazine article.

Says Legal Dodges Make 
Rich People Almost 
Immune. 


New York, November &.—(#)—~—A 
plea for aid in a movement to “make 
inexpensive to 
obtain” was voiced by Governor 
Franklin D. Roosevelt tonight at the 
annual dinner of the alumni of Co- 
lumbia university law school. 

The governor expressed the hope 
that, through the leadership of New 
York state, the work of “speeding 
and simplifying the entire machinery 
of justice” will become nationwide. 

“We might as well face the truth 
fearlessly and admit that there is a 
general and growing impression,” the 
governor said, “not only that justice 
can be far more easily secured by the 
rich than by the poor, but that the 
defeat of justice can be achieved by 
malefactors of great wealth. 

“We have so complicated our legal 
machinery, have so confused our 
patchwork additions to our code and 
Statutes as to make every legal process 
a matter requiring many hours of 
study and research and the highest 
technical skill before it can be suc- 
cessfully undertaken. 

“Worse than that, in the effort to 
fully protect the innocent we have 
incidentally provided so many methods 
of delay, of evasion, of procrastina- 
tion, of purely technical ways of evad- 
ing the real question of guilt or inno- 


-cence as to make it easy for those of 


large means, if not to _ absolutely 
> justice, at least to shoe her 
eet with leaden sandals, so that it is 
possible to avoid a just punishment 
for years, if not forever.” 

The governor said this’ situation 
had created a growing contempt for 
law and that there had arisen a mis- 
onception that justice was a re- 
specter of persons and was not at the 
service of the poor as well as the 
rich. 
“The time has come to apply the 
pruning knife of legislation to our 
complicated and conflicting laws and 
procedure,” he said. “It must be done 
fearlessly, ruthlessly and with no re- 
spect to a hoary tradition merely be- 
cause of its age.”

sharp setbacks today. Rye tumbled 
because of evidence that likelihood of 
United Stutes export business in rye 
this season has vanished. Announce- 
ment of additional loans of govern- 
ment funds to domestic Wheat growers 
failed to act as a counterbalance. 

Chicago closing quotations on wheat 
were nervous at 2 3-Se to 3c a bushel 
under yesterday's finish. Rye closed 
at 3 1-2c to 3 7-Se net decline; corn 
3-4¢ to 1 1-Se down; oats 5-Se to 7-Se 
off, and provisions varying from 7¢ 
setback to a rise of 10c. 

Giving special significance to the 
fact that the Liverpool wheat market 
today instead of reflecting vesterday's 
advance in prices on this side of the 
Atlantic was showing an unlooked-for 
drop, reports current here indicated 
that large arrivals of wheat were con- 
tinuing at Liverpool. and that demand 
abroad was poor. Moreover, detailed 
_ Statements were circulated that even 

should the United States wheat visible 
supply total undergo between now and 
May 1 next a shrinkage equaling the 
largest witnessed in 10 years the su 
fy remaining on May 1 would a 
40,000,000 bushels, an unprecedented 
big total comparing with a 10-year 
average of 47,000,000 bushels. Add- 
ing to the handicap of friends of 
higher prices, eastern traders who yes- 
_ terday were conspicuous on the buying 
side of the market here became active 
Sellers today. 

On top of such depressing factors 
in wheat today came a sudden col- 
lapse of the rye market here. The 
immediate reason was word that rye 
in Germany is selling as low as 79¢c 
a bushel, and that there exists little 
prospect of any export demand for 
American rye during the remainder of 
the crop year. Denials of yesterday's 
frost reports from Argentina counted 
further as an incentive for wheat sell- 
ing today, but on the extreme declines 
prices were close to the federal farm 
board loan basis, and with indications 
of some renewal of export business 
in North American wheat the market 
scored rallies in the late dealings. 

Corn and oats gave way with wheat 
and rye, but showed much resistance 
to selling pressure, 

Provisions were firmer early, but 
afterward became unsettled notwith- 
standing that hog values showed gains.

New York, November 8.—(/)—The 
bond market was irregularly lower to- 
day in an uninteresting session, the 
last of abbreviated trading week. Fur- 
ther minor liquidation of holdings for 
the benefit of stock accounts unsettled 
the list despite the favorable technical 
position of the market and the easier 
credit situation. However, the declines 
were small and the volume showed a 
marked reduction from yesterday’s. 


United States government obliga- 
tions gained ground, the ‘Treasury 
4 1-4s touching a new high on a quar- 
ter-point advance. Rails were easier, 
with the losses averaging about half 
a point. Industrials held generally 
firm and the utilities were mixed ip a 
quiet market. Convertibles rallied. 

The small recessions in the carrier 
group embraced Atchison general 4s, 
Canadian Pacific 4s and 5s, Erie gen- 
eral 4s, Missouri, Kansas, Texas prior 
lien 5s, Nickel Plate 5 1-2s, St. Louis 
and San Francisco prior lien 4s, and 


Baltimore and Ohio refunding 6s and 
5s. Minor jmprovement was shown by 
Baltimore and Ohio first 5s, Central 
Pacific 5s, Denver and Rio Grande 
4s, Erie 5s, Kansas City Southern 5s, 
New York Central 5s, while a few of 
the higher coupon issues advanced a 
point or more. 

Selling in the utilities affected 
American Telephone collateral 5s, Du- 
quesne Light 4 1-2s, Montana Power 
refunding 5s, New York Telephone 
general 4 1-2s, and Wnited Electric 
Light and Power 5s, the last named 
equalling its year’s low at 97.

Once more the furore in the stock 
market appeared to be ended today as 
trading slowed up to a normal) rate.

Yesterday's rally was carried over 
into today’s early trading,. but after 
the first hour leading shares generally 
began to sag, and the closing quota- 
tions presented a fairly even distribu- 
tion of net gains and losses running 
to about 10 points, although fluctua- 
tions were wider in a few specialties.

ned. 

The report today showed a num- 
ber of changes by states from the re- 
port of a month ago. Decreases in Vir- 
ginia and the Carolinas* were more 
than offset by increases in Georgia. 
Alabama, Tennessee, Louisiana and 
Arkansas. No changes were  indi- 
cated in Texas and Mississippi. 

Further damage on account of the 
boll weevil became apparent during 
the month in the Carolinas and Vir- 
ginia. Elsewhere, the report said, 
weather had been generally favorable 
to the maturing and pickmg of the 
crop.

The Decided Falling Off in 
Trading on the Friday Stock 
Market Is Hailed by Wall 
Street As a Healthy Sign; 
Champions of the Small Busi- 
ness Unit Are Asserting Them- 
selves in Opposition to Mergers. 


New York, November 8.—A de 
cided slowing down in trading was 
the outstanding and encouraging fea- 
ture of today’s stock market from the 
viewpoint of holders of long stock. 
For the first half hour only 877,000 
shares changed hands on the New 
York Stock Exchange, heavy trading 
for normal times but small compared 
with the 2,400,000 shares for the 
same period yesterday to noon. The 
volume was 2,219,000 shares against 
5,386,000 for the first two hours yes- 
terday. The day’s turnover was only 
3,199,000 shares against 7,848,000 yes- 
terday. Wall Street believes that a 
slowing down in trading would be the 
very best thing that could happen 
stock marketwise. 


Today's opening of the stock mar- 
ket was narrow compared with recent 
days and mixed. Westinghouse, Stand- 
ard Oil of New Jersey, American and 


of Directors. 


Foreign Power, Consolidated Gas and 
many other leading shares were up a 
fraction of a point. Steel common 
was unchanged at the opening. Gen- 
eral Electric was down 33-4 points 
and American Telephone was up 3.

DOCTORS RULE 
OUT DAVE MYERS 


Committee of Three Sur- 
geons Says Negro Not 
In Condition. 


ee 


New York, November 8.—(#)—A 
of surgeons today  an- 
nounced that in their opinion Dave 
Myers, negro quarterback of the New 
York university football eleven, was 
in no condition to play against Geor- 
gia tomorrow. 

The committee’s announcement was 
made after Myers had been examined 
in the offices of Dr. George David 
Stewart. past president of the Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons, and Dr. Ed- 
ward A. King, of St. Vincent’s hos- 
pital. Dr. Stewart and Dr. King, 
with Dr. Michael Tetelman, of the 
French hospital, made up the com- 
mittee. 

In effect, the surgeons declared, that 
Myers had suffered a severe shoulder 
injury and ought not to play against 
Georgia for fear of possible permanent 
injury. 

The committee’s announcement fol- 
lows: 

“Myers already has damaged se- 
verely the acromio-clavicular _liga- 
ment in his left shoulder and we are 
of the opinion he ought not to play 
for fear of permanent injury.” 

Some days ago the National As- 
sociation for the - Advancement of 
Colored People charged that Myers 
would be kept out of the Georgia game 
because of his race. After much argu- 
ment, pro and con, with the New 
York university denying the existence 
of a “gentleman’s agreement” with 
Georgia that Myers would not be 
placed in the lineup against the 
southerners, the college announced 
that the negro star would play “if 
able.”
